Smallpox and diptneria were form- 


erly scourges of childhood. Today 
hey can be prevented by safe and 
simple means, of immunization. It is 
i civic sin for any community to al- 
ow these dread diseases to destroy 
child life. 
. 


Smallpox was the first communic- 


able disease to be brought under con- 
trol by immunization. Edward Jenner 
in rural England in 1798 proved 
smallpox could be prevented by vac- 
cinatipn. Since his time vaccination 
against small-pox has been used on 
millions of persons of all ages in 
all parts of tthe world. Smallpox 
has been wipped out in those places 
where carefully prepared vaccine has 
been used with approved methods of 
vaccination and revaccination. 


Great improvements in the pre- 


paration of vaccine have taken place 
since Jenner's day. Every scientific 
precaution is now used to produce 
a safe, reliable vaccine which must 
have the approval of the United Stat- 
es Public Health laboratories. Its 
manufacture and distribution are care- 
fully checked. 
x' 


In vaccination today it is not nec- 


essary to mutilate the child with mult- 
iple scratches or rubbed-off skin. A 
simple method has been devised which 
causes very little, if any,; pain and 
leaves a small scar. Vaccination may 
be ^performed safely at any time, but 
the best age.-.fqr.f.the first vaccination 
appears to be between 3 and 6 mtfnths 
of age. If there is a good take at that 
time the protection against smallpox 
will last years. To be safe, children 
should be revaccinated at school en- 
rance and .again in the face of any 
epidemic of smallpox. 
., Diptheria is. being brought under 
control by immunization. We know the 
cause of diphtheria, how it is trans- 
mited/how to treat it, and better still, 
how it can be prevented. With all this 
inowledge'we should have very few 
children dying, from diphtheria. In 
recent,years both the numb'er of cas- 
2s andi deaths^ from the disease have 
been reduced considerably where im- 
munization, has been carried out sys- 
ematically on preschool children. 


New born babies are largely im- 


mune to diphtheria, but this immunity 
gradually fades out until at the 
age of 9 months about one-third of 
the babies have no immunity left. 


After 9 months of age, babies should 


be immunized .with diphtheria toxoid 
or alum-toxid. Older children and 
those sensitive to toxoid should be 
'mmunized with toxin-antitoxin. Im- 
nunization against smallpox and dip- 
htheria should be expected of your 
doctor as a routine procedure in the 
irst year or two of life. 


NEXT: Young children especial- 


ly susceptible to tuberculosis.

may attack Rumania, and the allied 
Near Eastern army will swing into 
action, along with Turkey. Russia 
may even strike at Finland and Swe- 
den, splitting up Scandinavia with Gcr 
many or contesting it with her.' 


If the former, Germany may launch 


her Blitzkrieg on France by way of 
Belgium and. Holland,, and Japan may 
seize the Dutch East Indies. Where- 
upon our vulnerable Philippines will 
become still more vulnerable, and 
this world will become the worst of all 
possible worlds. 


Horrible, but who shall call it im- 


possible? All too possible is that one

which the dictator powers will begin 
a ruthless scramble, the end of which 
no man can foresee.

She is a woman and she is seventy 


years old. But neither of those facts 
is keeping Mrs. J. Borden Harriman 
from fulfilling her job as American 
Minister to Norway according to the 
highest traditions of the diplomatic 
service. 


No one v/ould criticize the Amer- 


ican minister to Norway if she de- 
cided that there was no more she 
could do in that country and stopped 
Ihe highly dangerous business of fol- 
lowing the Norwegian government in 
its flight from German bombs. 


Strong able-bodied men in a similar 


position have run for their lives. 


But not the 70-year-old minister to 


Norway. She intends to keep in touch 
with the Norwegian government—her 
job in peacetime or wartime—just 
as long as it is humanly possible to 
do so. 


Not only has she risked her 
life 


in her determination to fulfill her 
duty, but there is no sign that she 
has even in all these difficult days 
become confused or panicky. 


Thoughtless of Own Comfort 


Accounts of her doings have shown 


a woman ready to change plans at 
a moment's notice, cairn in the face 
of every crisis. One thought, and 
one only, apparently guides her, to 
stick by her job, without regard 
for her safety and without a thought 
for her comfort. 


Women everywhere ought to be 


proud of Mrs. Harriman. Proud of 
her not only as an Amercian—but 
as a woman. 


For her courage and cool head have 


spiked the old belief that a woman 
docs very well in a job as long as 
everything goes smoothly—but that 
it lakes a man to handle an emergency.
